If Mia Wasikowska had more time, there’s something she wishes 
she could do in Chicago.

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Jane Eyre’

David O. Russell says he got hired to direct “The Fighter” 
after answering a question from the film’s producers about 
what kind of movie he wanted to make. “I want to make 
'Rocky/ ” Russell said. 

We all like a story about an underdog who triumphs over 
adversity but for me, “The Fighter” is a cut above the over- 
rated “Rocky” films. In the hands of Russell and his excellent 
cast and crew, “The Fighter” rises closer to the level of the

"Champion” instead features a 
mode that plays like the best box- 
ing movie never made. In it, you 
are Andre Bishop, an up-and-com- 
er from Philadelphia who must 
deal with a corrupt fight promoter, 
an evil rival fighter, even a sibling 
rivalry. It s part “Rocky IV,” part 
“Hurricane” and all awesome.

Since Old Oak Tap opened three and 
a half years ago, we’ve been steady 
fans of burgers in the beer garden. So 
when we heard they had spruced up 
the brunch menu with a slew of new 
dishes, it was all the reason we needed 
to plan a visit before the patio opens 
for the season. 

What’s new: Old Oak has plenty of op- 
tions in the eggs department, including 
three new skillets (such as the Santa 
Fe with chorizo, avocado and cotija 
cheese, $io) and three new Benedicts 
($io-$i3). We had high hopes for 
the Southern Benedict, made from 
barbecued pulled pork, a poached egg 
and roasted red pepper sauce atop a 
polenta cake. But lacking zing and 
sharing the plate with limp breakfast 


potatoes, it just didn’t deliver. 

We’re still thinking about: The fried 
chicken sliders ($8). More lunchy than 
brunchy, this dish strayed from what 
we typically like to order in the a.m., 
but it totally won us over. The fried 
chicken wasn’t revelatory on its own, 
but adding crispy fried pickle chips, 
red onion, garlic aioli and a shake of 
hot sauce on miniature buttermilk 
biscuits took the whole thing to the 
next level. 

Sweet stuff: Vanilla apple fritters with 
maple-brandy glaze ($6) are a sweet, 
though slightly bready treat to order 
for the table. And despite the menu re- 
vamp, Old Oak has kept the delicious 
French toast topped with maple-glazed 
peaches, honey-bourbon mascarpone 



and prosciutto ($8), and it’s still the 
best sweet option on the menu. 

Day drinking: The Sunny D (orange 
Pellegrino with vodka and Grand 
Marnier) and Pomegranate Sea Breeze 
(pink grapefruit juice with vodka and 
pomegranate liqueur) are two new 
additions to the brunch cocktail menu, 
but weren’t home runs. For the price 
($7), I think Fd rather have two rounds 
of basic (and extraordinarily cheap) $3 
bellinis or mimosas next time. 


Crowd surfing: Expect to share the 
space with hip mamas balancing their 
babies with bellinis and sports fans 
who don’t like sports bars taking in a 
basketball game at the bar. 

Bottom line: Not every new brunch 
dish is a home run, but we’ll always 
love Old Oak for its rustic look, sweet 
service and killer patio.

The buzz: Throw a dart into a bin of indie dra- 
mas and you’ll probably hit one like “Monogamy” 
(directed and co-written by Dana Adam Shapiro of 
the brilliant documentary “Murderball”) about New 
Yorkers and their relationship woes. 

The verdict: Riding a seductive yet ominous 
New Tork groove, the naturalistic, stage-ready 



“Monogamy” is most observant about the everyday 
miscommunications that turn sexual chemistry into 
feelings of isolation. A less oblivious character than 
Theo would see the movie’s twist coming a mile 
away A stronger, more realized character than Nat 
(played wonderfully by Jones) would express frustra- 


tion sooner than she does. Yet they’re believable as a 
couple slow to admit anything’s wrong and to distin- 
guish between posed/assumed comfortability and real 
happiness. “Monogamy” demonstrates what you miss 
in a relationship when you’re lost in your own head, 
and what might not be there when you come back.
